Wiiai '^liip.s iiienri to country America is demonstrated in the 
r.aovr lueiit (if Aniericnn grain into the interior ol Rus.sia, Don Liv- 
iiig.ston, Commissioner of Agriculture of South Dakota and a mcm- 
her of the purchasing committee for Russian Kelief of the American 
Relief Association, reports that the first tvo steamers that sailed 
from Jialtimore.

S'-hool children are taught the advant- 
ages to their country in lending en- 
couragement to Brltiah ahipplng, and 
are given atudy courses In foreign 
ocmmeroe that makes them familiar 
with the prlnoipal ports of the world, 
ocean trade- rcutea, and the producta 
and needa of the various countries. 
Their Interest in maritime commerce 
Is thus aroused at an early age, and it 
reemalns with them through life. Gov- 
ernment aid in the shape of loans and 
subsidies to ship builders and opera- 
tors is taUen as a matter of oourae in 
r.real Britain. 

"In the I'nited .Suites iln re is guile 
as much attention to proMciP;- of na- 
t!onal defense as el.^ewliere, I iit tlie 
minds of the people have not up to 
tills time been sunieiently aroused lo 
lie importance of an adequate mer- 
i^hant marine as a guaranty of safety.

BURET WOOL RESULTS 

^y Bi« AMiruA lloss. 

Lexington, Ky. — With the average 
ICentucky aheep shearing about five 
poundf ot wool, fanners In the atate 
loae about 60 centa on each tleeoe that 
la marketed with bura In 11^ aheep ape- 
olaltete at the College ot Agriculture 
lave estimated In pointing out the ad- 
vantages of removing these before 
soiling the wool. Wool containing 
burs always is discriminated against 
by buyers, the price last year for hur- 
ry wool beim; approxiirfitely two- 
tl.'rda of that paid for ( I aii wool. 
Wool worth 3i) cents a pound will 
bring only 20 cents when it contains 
burs. In view of the fact that the 
state produces about 3,000,00rt pounds 
of wool each year, a reduction of ten 
cents a pound on that containing burs 
reperesents a heavy annual loss to the 
farmers of the state which eould be 
nvoided, th apeotellsta say. 

"On the college term, we have tound 
that the bura can be clipped out more 
quickly and eaally before tho aheep 
are sheared than they ean after the 
sheariAg baa been done," L. J. Hor> 
laoher, In charge ot the «heep work 
said, "Then too.
